Education/tuition assistance increases 


Gallaudet employees are now eligi- 
ble for more educational assistance 
money for themselves and more tui- 
tion assistance money for their 
spouse or children. 

According to Denise Sullivan, direc- 
tor of the Personnel Office, the 
University revised its policies on 
financial assistance for employees and 
their families to keep the rates more 
in line with the University’s overall 
tuition rates, which, like most col- 
leges and universities, have increased 
in recent years. 

The rate of educational assistance— 
the category that applies to personal 
education for employees—has been 
increased from $2,000 to $2,250 per 
year. Tuition assistance—the category

that applies to an employee’s spouse 
or children—has increased from 
$3,500 to $4,000 per year for em- 
ployees who have worked at Gal- 
laudet for 10 or more years. 
Employees with five to nine of years 
are prorated on that amount. People 
who have worked for the University 
for less than five years are not eligi- 
ble for tuition assistance The total 
amount that an employee is eligible 
to receive under each plan has been 
increased from $14,000 to $16,000. 

The new rate structure is retroac- 
tive to the beginning of the fall 1992 
semester, said Sullivan. Anyone need- 
ing adjustments to their educational 
Or tuition assistance fees should call 
the Accounting Office, x5299. 











Fifth anniversary of DPN celebrated 
March 8-12 with variety of activities 


During the week of March 8-12, the 
University will recognize the fifth an- 
niversary of the Deaf President Now 
(DPN) movement, an event that 
changed the lives of deaf people 
around the world. 

Members of the Gallaudet commu- 
nity who were on campus in 1988 
for DPN will have a chance to recap- 
ture their experiences. Those who 
were not here at the time will have 
an Opportunity to learn about what 
happened and why DPN continues to 
be important today. 

Five years ago, Gallaudet and the 
deaf community at large was turned 
upside down when the University 
community and its supporters pro- 
tested a March 6 Board of Trustees 
decision to name Dr. Elisabeth Ann 
Zinser, a hearing woman, as the 
seventh president of Gallaudet. Stu- 
dents closed down the University for 
a week of protests, resulting in the 
appointment of Dr. I. King Jordan as 
the University’s eighth president—the 
first one to be deaf. 

“It’s important to remember that 
students, staff, and faculty took a big 
risk—students with their grades, staff 
and faculty with their jobs,’’ said 
Muriel Strassler, director of the Office 
of Public Relations. “‘If DPN had not 
been successful, there could have 
been serious repercussions. I think 
it’s important for students [not here 
at the time of DPN] to realize that, to 
understand the depth of feelings the 
DPN participants had.”’ 

Strassler also stressed that it is im- 
portant for new students to gain a 
historical perspective to see how 
DPN brought about changes on Ken- 
dall Green. ““Years ago, not every 
office at Gallaudet had a TTY,”’ she

said. The movement also affected the 
positions that deaf people hold at the 
University. “If we look at the ad- 
ministration before and after DPN, 
you see a big difference’ in the num- 
ber of deaf people represented in 
management positions, said Strassler. 

The week of celebration will begin 
with a look to the future in a March 
8 national teleconference, ‘“DPN: The 
Power and the Promise.’ The satellite 
conference will begin at 1 p.m. with 
a half-hour “‘Deaf Mosaic’’ feature 
reviewing the events of the move- 
ment, and will focus on what 
changes the deaf community needs 
to make by the year 2000. Four 
panelists will follow the telecast with 
an hour of discussion with par- 
ticipants across the nation who 
phone or fax in questions. 

The Gallaudet community will be 
able to watch the conference on any
